Section  r>  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  Committee  of  Investigation,  ap- 
pointed under  Resolution,  of  November  19, 
1894,  be  and  tBey  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  employ  counsel  to  aid 
them  in  the  fair,  legal  and  impartial  inves- 
tigation of  the  subject-matters  mentioned 
in  the  resolution  *above  referred  to;  the 
President  of  the  Jarst1  £>ranch  to  select  one 
of  said  counsel,,:'  and  the  President  of  the 
Second  Branch/to  select\the  other.  And 
the  said  Presidents  shall  severally  certify  to 
the  amount  oi*  compensation  to  which  each 
of  the  respective  counsel  so  selected  may  be 
entitled,  both  as  to  retainer  al|d  as  to  final 
compensation.  fc

Be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  said  Committee  of  Investiga- 
tion shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint 
one  or  more  expert  accountants  and  also  a 
stenographer  to  aid  said  committee  in  their 
investigation;  and  that  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  so' much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  for  the  services  of  said 
expert  accountant  or  accountants  and  stenog- 
rapher, and  the  City  Comptroller  is  hereby 
directed  to  issue  his  warrants  upon  the 
City  Register  for  the  payment,  from  time  to 
time,  of  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
certified  as  due  to  the  said  accountant  or 
accountants  and  stenographer  by  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  First  and  Second  Branches  of 
the  City  Council;  the  same  to  be  provided 
for  in  the  levy  for  1895.

No.  2. 

An  Ordinance  appropriating:  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  as 
an  emergency  fund  for  cleaning  the  streets  of  the  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  forty  thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  used  as  an 
emergency  fund,  to  be  expended  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
for  cleaning  the  streets  and  removal  of  ice 
and  snow  therefrom,  when  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Mayor  and  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning  the  public  interests  may  require ; 
that  in  the  expenditure  of  the  said  forty 
thousand  dollars,  and  in  the  employment  of 
the  men  to  do  the  work  set  forth  in  the  ordi- 
nance, the  Street  Commissioner  shall  ap- 
point three  hundred  and  thirty  additional 
men,  and  as  many  horses  and  carts  as  may 
be  necessary,  until  the  work  is  completed; 
said  men  to  be  appointed  absolutely  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  members  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  each  mem- 
ber thereof  to  have  thQ  naming  of  ten  of 
such  employed  inen;  that  in  the  employment 
of  additional  labor  for  cleaning  the  streets 
that  the  matter  of  politics  or  color  be  not 
taken  into  consideration.      \

No.  3. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  condemnation  of  Clifton 
as  a  park. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  application  shall  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Park  Commission  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  war- 
rant, under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to 
the  Sheriff  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
directing  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twenty 
inhabitants  of  said  city  not  in  anywise 
interested  in  the  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
to  meet  on  the  tract  or  parcel  of  land 
situate  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  known  as 
Clifton,  and  belonging  to  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University,  on  the  day  named  in  said 
warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
twenty  days  after  issuing  the  same;  and  the 
said  Sheriff  shall  give  at  least  eight  days' 
notice  of  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the 
said  jury  to  the  John  Hopkins  University; 
and  if  at  said  time  and  place  any  of  the 
said  jurors  do  not  attend,  the  said  Sheriff 
shall  immediately  summon  as  many  jurors  as 
may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors  in  attend-

ance,  to  furnish  a  panel  of  twenty  jurors 
in  attendance,  and  from  them  each  party  or 
its  agent,  or  if  either  be  not  present  by 
agent  or  attorney,  the  Sheriff  for  it  may 
strike  off  four  jurors,  and  the  remaining 
twelve  shall  act  as  a  jury  of  inquest;  and 
before  they  act  as  such  the  Sheriff  shall 
administer  to  each  of  them  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  he  will 
justly  and  impartially  value  the  land 
required  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  for 
the  park  aforesaid;  and  the  said  jury  shall 
reduce  their  inquisition  to  writing,  and 
shall  sign  and  seal  the  same,  and  it  shall 
then  be  returned  by  the  said  Sheriff  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore 
city,  to  be  filed  in  his  court  for  confirmation 
by  said  court,  if  no  sufficient  cause  to  the 
contrary  be  shown  within  twenty  days 
thereafter;  and  when  confirmed  by  said 
court  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  at  the 
expense  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
but  if  set  aside  the  court  may  direct 
another  inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the 
manner  above  prescribed;  and  such  inquisi- 
tion shall  describe  the  land  taken,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  fee  simple  title  to  all 
the  real  estate  situate  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more now  belonging  to  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  which  is  known  as  Clifton, 
valued  for  the  Mayor  and  City  Council;  and 
such  valuation  when  paid  or  tendered  to 
the  Johns  Hopkins  University  shall  entitle 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  the  fee 
simple  interest  in  the  land  so  valued  as 
fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the 
owner  thereof,  and  the  valuation,  if  not 
received  when  tendered,  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  be  received  from  the  said  Mayor
